PARIS.  July  27.— Mr.  David  Lloyd 
George,  the  British  Premier,  today  gave 
a  breakfast  to  a  number  of  editors  of 
Important  French  newspapers,  during 
■which  he  conversed  fully  with  them  on 
the    military    situation    and    replied    to

Mr;  Lloyd-George  said  that  Great 
Britain  now  had  between  G.000,000  and 
6.S00.000  soldiers  enrolled.  without 
counting  between  400,000  and  500,000  be- 
longing to  the  Navy  or  nearly  a  million 
men  from  the  Dominions  and  colonies. 

Great  Britain  has  placed  at  the  dlspo- 


them  have  been  converted  into  auxil- 
iary cruisers  and  others  into  hospital 
ships.  Many  of  them  are  engaged  In 
taking  coal  and  oil  to  tha  navy;  others 
constantly  are  carrying  troops  and  sup- 
plies to  the  army  and  navy;  others  are 
engaged  in  mine-sweeping  and  patrol 
work;  others  are  assigned  to  our  Allies 
to  supply  argent  needs  for  munitions 
and  other  Imports,  and  others  are  car- 
rying wheat  and  other  foodstuffs  to 
our  Allies. 

"from  the  beginning  of  the  war.  the 
British  ships  have  been  requisitioned 
on  a  Urge  scale  by  the  Government 
and  run  in  national  Instead  of  private 
Interest.  The  rates  paid  to  shipowners 
soon  became  much  lower  than  could  be 
earned  by  free  ships,  and  British  own- 
ers therefore  were  unable  to  earn  the 
same  freights  as  competitors;  Now 
the  situation  has  reached  a  stage  at 
which  It  has  been  necessary  to  take 
complete  control  of  all  British  ship- 
ping, first  to  ensure  the  employment 
of  every  vessel  In  the  manner  moat 
consistent  with  the  national  Interest, 
and  second  "  to  divert  from  private 
pockets  to  the  national  treasury  the 
high   freights  prevailing."

"The  diminution  in  shipping  losses  is 
Incontestlble.  It  la  Impossible  to  aban- 
don the  subject  without  paying  homage 
to  the  aid  given  by. the  American  Navy, 
both  regarding  the  organisation  of  con- 
voys and  by  torpedo-boat  destroyers, 
which  had  rendered  an  in  valuable,  ser- 
vice." 

Continuing,  Mr.  Lloyd-George  eajd 
that  5.000,000  men  and  women  were  now 
engaged  in  war  work  in  the  United 
Kingdom.*  More  women  could  be  em- 
ployed If  the  trades  unions  did  not  fear 
their  competition  after  the  war.  but 
other  countries  seemed  to  have  experi- 
enced the  same  difficulties.  It  would  be 
•aid  that  at  the  present  time  no  Eng- 
lish industry  is  working  for  Individual 
Interest  except  agriculture. 

Although  the  English  people  sincerely 
hoped* that  the  present  war  would  be 
the  last  war.  Mr.  Lloyd-George  con- 
tinued, the  country  Intended  to  avoid  Its 
previous  error,  and  in  the  future  would 
bo  able  to  support  itself.  He  said  he 
recognised  that  the  latest  news  from 
Russia  was  not  good  news,  but  that 
Russia  already  had  shown  that  she  pos- 
aessed  Infinite  resources  and  was  the 
land  of  the  unexpected.

Sir  Thomas  White,  Minister  of 
Finance,  announced  that  the  Depart- 
ment of  Finance  had  considered  the 
proposal  made  by  Mr.  Lemieux  to  ar- 
range for  the  payment  of  excess  pre- 
miums on  policies  held  by  men  sent  to 
the  front. 

Sir  Thomas  said  that  the  plan  waa 
impracticable  because  under  the  Mili- 
tary Service  'Act,  some  of  the  men  en- 
rolled were  Insured  for  large  amounts, 
while  others  would  carry  smaller  poli- 
cies. It  wae  therefore  Impossible  to 
secure  uniformity  of  treatment  for 
the  men.

LONDON,  July  17.— (Via  Renter's  Ot- 
tawa Agency.) — In  the  House  of  Com- 
mons today  Mr.  J.  F.  Pope  announced 
the  terms  of  the  Anglo-German  agree- 
ment regarding  prisoners  of  war,  which 
hss  bean  rat  Hied  by  both  Govern  msnt*.

"Third,  taa  mora  seriously  wounded 
and  seriously  111  la  Swltaerland  ehallbe 
cent  back  to  their  own  country  in  order 
to  make  room  far  ethers  who  may  now 
be   qualified. 

"Fourth,  In  addition  to  the  last  named

"Seventh,  If  the  number  of  combat' 
ant  prisoners  eligible  for  internment, 
whether  on  grounds  of  health  or  time, 
exceeds  the  accommodation,  a  division 
shall  be  made  between  British  and  Ger- 
man prisoners  of  each  clase  in  propor- 
tion to  the  eligible  men  of  the  two  na- 
tionalities. As  in  the  case  of  civilians. 
It  would  give  Germany  seven  or  eight 
to  one  British,  It  has  been  agreed  that 
Internment  should  proceed  on  the  basis 
of  proportion. 

"Klghth.  punishment  for  attempts  to 
escape.

WAVES  OF  TROOPS  HURLED 
AGAINST  LINES  OF  FRENCH

Determined  Efforts  of  Germans  to  Oust  Defenders 

From  Plateaus  Near  Craonne  Bring  Them 

Practically  No  Gain — Many  of  Their 

Men  Fall  in  Attempts 


FIVE  SUCCESSIVE  ATTACKS 

REPULSED  IN  CHAMPAGNE 


Furious  Bombardments  Directed  Against  British,; 
Belgian  and  French  Positions  and  Country  in 
Rear — British   Troops  Capture  Vil- 
lage and  Lose  It  Afterwards 


PARIS,  July  17.— The  War  Office  re- 
port this  morning  said: 

"Very  heavy  artillery  fighting  con- 
tinued throughout  the  night  on  the  en- 
tire front  between  Cerny  and  Hurtebiee 
Farm  (Aisne  front)  with  no  Infantry 
actions.  Supplementary  information  In 
regard  to  the  attack  carried  out  by  the 
Germans  on  July  1&  from  tho  region 
east  of  Hurtebiso  as  fur  aa  the  posi- 
tions south  of  La  Bovelle  shows  that 
the  enemy  made  tha  assault  with  suc- 
cessive waves  of  troops  amounting  to 
a  division.  This  division  was  brought 
to  its  maximum  strength  with  another 
fresh  division  of  reserves.  The  small 
importance  of  the  results  achieved  em- 
phasises the  check  which  tha  Germans 
received  in  this  effort. 

"In  tho  Champagne  tho  Germans, 
after  an  Intense  bombardment,  made 
five  successive  attacks  In  tho  vicinity 
of  the  heights  south  and  west  of  Mo- 
ronvllllere.  Those  attacks  were  broken 
up  by  our  fire.  East  of  Auborlve,  after 
brief  but  violent  artillery  preparation, 
several  groups  of  Germans  mads  a  sur- 
prise attack.

LORD  BERESFORD 
SOUNDS  WARNING 


Says  Shortage  of  Shipping  Is 
*  Far  More  Serl&us  Than  Pub- 
lic Knows— Government  Re- 
ports Misleading 


LONDON.  July  27.— In  the  course  ei 
a  debate  In  the  House  of  Lords  on  food 
prtcea  Lord  Bereaford  said  that  the 
shortage  of  shipping  was  far  mora  se- 
rious than  the  public  knew.  The  sta- 
tistics showed  that  between  August. 
1*14.  and  January.  lflT,  the  British,  Al- 
lied and  neutral  loss  was  4,000,090  tons 
sunk.  From  January.  1S1T,  until  now 
wo  had  lost  nearly  4.000,000  mora.  The 
avoraco  rate  of  loss,  taking-  tha  months 
from  January  till  now,  waa  S.OOO.oso 
tons  a  year. 

When  wo  entered  the  war  there  were 
49,000,000  tons  of  shipping  in  the  world, 
of  which  the  British.  Allies  and  neu- 
trals had  30,000.000.  That  has  boon  re- 
duced already  by  8,000,000  tons.  „  His 
opinion  was  that  now  we  had  not  much 
more  than  3!.«00,ooo  or  21,000,000  tons. 
Against  that  wo  had  to  consider  what 
the  Americans  could  put  In  tha  water, 
including  ships  taken  from  the  Ger- 
mans, which  wore  about  2,000.000  tons, 
but  a  largo  number  of  these  ships  <rere 
not  suitable  for  cargo  carrying.  ^Th* 
output  of  the  British  and  Allies  was 
about  2,100,000  tons.  After  the  first  two 
years  of  wary  shipbuilding  went  down 
terrifically,  so  we  were  not  nesVly  be- 
ginning to  make  it  up. 

He  did  not  think  we  could  make  up 
altogether  more  than  4,000,000  tona  a 
year.

Expert  Gunners  of  Prussian 
Guard  Vainly  Employed  at 
Lens— Letters  Tell  of  Sac- 
rificing Church  Bells 


CANADIAN  ARMY  HEADQUARTERS 
IN  FRANCE,  July  J7.— (By  the  Cana- 
dian Oversea*  Correspondent.)— Our 
guns 'at  last  have  definitely  secured  the 
upper  hand  on  thla  part  of  tha  western 
fiont.  The  artillery  actions  by  which 
this  has  boon  done  have  been  In  pro- 
gress for  several  days. 

With  the  view  of  challenging  our  as- 
cendency in  guns,  the  enemy  recently 
brought  up  a  battery  of  artillery  at- 
tached to  a  Prussian  Guard  division. 
These  additional  gunners  were  given 
practically  unlimited  supplies  of  am- 
munition, which  they  used  for  the 
bombardment  of  our  heavy  artillery 
positions.  They  were  good  men,  and  a 
duel  took  place  between  them  and  our 
guns  In  the  LiOos  and  Avion  sectors. 
It  has  ceased  now.  The  counter-bat- 
tery wor*k  of  the  British  and  Canadian 
gunners  proved  too  much  even  for  the 
highly  trained  artillery  of  the  Prussian 
Guard  and  their  activity  la  now  sub- 
normal.

Hav- 
ing stripped  the  cities  of  brass  and  cop- 
per, the  German-  metal  controller  is  now 
taking  the  village  bells. 

Our  use  alike  of  drums  containing 
liquid  fire  projected  Into  the  enemy's 
linos  and  gas  shells  Increases  steadily. 
The  enemy  also  Is  going  more  frequent- 
ly Into  gas  warfare,  which  Is  the  most 
terrible  of  all  forms  of  taking  life  seen 
here  at  the  front.

SEATTLE,  July  ST. — Prospects  far 
Immediate  settlement  of  tha  strike  of 
throe  hundred  Tacoma  carmen  against 
tha  Tacoma  Railway  aad  Power  Com- 
pany and  l.SOft  Seattle  carmen  against 
tha  Pugst  Sound  Traction,  Light  and 
Power  Company,  Is  as  far  distant  aa 
ever,  at  the  conclusion  of  twa  days  af 
conference  between  '  representatives  ef 
the  strikers  of  both  cities  and  officials 
af  the  companies.  Recognition  of  the 
Amalgamated  Association  of  Street  and 
Electric  Railway  Workers,  the  union 
with  which  the  strikers  of  both  cities 
are  affiliated,  ( remains,  aa  sit  has  from 
the  beginning,  the  principal  point  of  dif- 
ference between  the  opposing  forces. 

At  today's  aessl6n~of  the  conference, 
which  began  early  this  afternoon  and 
lasted  until  nearly  8:30  tonight  Presi- 
dent A.  W.  Leonard,  of  the  local  com- 
pany, and  Manager  L.  H.  Bean,  of  the 
Tacoma  Company,  submitted  to  the 
strikers  a  variation  of  previous  pro- 
posals. 

Today's  offer  Includes  reinstatement 
of  one  discharged  Seattle  employee,  re- 
employment of  another  as  soon  aa  work 
can  be  found  In  the  department  in  which 
he  was  previously  employed;  submission 
of  the  cases  of  seven  men  discharged  by 
the  Tacom  Company  to  a  board  of  five 
representatives  of  the  carmen;  and  ar- 
bitration of  all  matters  of  employment 
and  wages  as  provided  in  the  charter  of 
the  Seattle  company.  The  offer,  how- 
ever, concludes  with  a  declaration  that 
neither  the  Amalgamated  Association 
nor  any  affiliated  union  is  to  be  recog- 
nised, aad  that  both  companies  are  still 
to  operate  on  the  open  shop  basts. 

Representatives  of  the  strikers  were 
of  the  opinion,  at  the  conclusion  of  the 
conference,  that  the  strikers  would  em- 
phatically reject  the  proposal,  as  union 
recognition  is  the  principal  point  on 
which  they  insist. 

The  conference  committee  immediately 
reported  the  company's  proposal  to  ths 
general  strike  committee,  which  was 
unanimously  of  the  opinion  that  it  would 
be  rejected.  However,  it  will  be  sub- 
mitted to  a  referendum  at  a  mass  meet- 
ing tomorrow.  The  Tacoma  mass  meet- 
ing will  take  place  at  10  o'clock  in  the 
morning,  the  Seattle  meeting  at  1  o'clock 
in  the  afternoon.

Austro-Oerman  forces  are  pursuing 
the  Russian  troops  who  are  retreating 
through  the  wooded  Carpathians  in  the 
direction  of  the  Pruth  River. 

The  troops  under  command  of  Arch- 
duke Joseph  have  retreated  on  the  Rou- 
manian front.  The  statement  say*  that 
the  Teutons  left  to  the  Russo-Rouman- 
ians  the  territory  of  the  Suchitza  Valley 
as  far  as  the  upper  course  of  the  Putna 
River. 

The  supplementary  official  statement 
Issued   this  evening   says: 

"In  Eastern  Gallcia  and  in  the  wooded 
Carpathians  the  enemy  is  yielding  be- 
fore our  advance,  which  continues  to 
progress. 

"The  Artillery  battle  In  Flanders  con- 
tinues." 


NEW  STEP  TAKEN 
TO  SAVE  RUSSIA 


Premier  Kerensky  Convokes 
National  Council  to  Meet  at 
Moscow  —  Efforts  to  Keep 
Revolution  From  Disaster 


PETROGRAD,  July  27.— The  extreme 
gravity  of  this  country'*  position  at 
the  front  and  Internally  has  Impelled 
Premier  Kerensky  to  convoke  on  July 
21  at  Moscow  an  extraordinary  national 
council.  All  the  members  of  the  Duma, 
prominent  men  from  chief  centre*  of 
the  country,  and  repYesentattves  of  the 
semstvos,  municipalities,  labor  union* 
and  universities  will  participate. 

The  council  will  hold  two  sessions,  at 
which  the  Government  will  be  asked  to 
make  an  exhaustive  report  on  the  con- 
dition of  the  country,  and  answer  ques- 
tions and  will  ask  opinions  of  authori- 
tative persons  on  how  best  to  save  the 
fatherland  from  ruin.  „ 

Explaining  the  scheme  today.  Pre- 
mier Kerensky  declared  that  attempts 
to  move  the  revolution  backwards 
were  Impossible.  Conspiracies  to  re- 
store the  monarohlal  government  would 
be  suppressed  "In  the  most  determined 
and  merciless  way." 

A*  an  Indication  of  the  policy  and 
Arm  measure*  to  be  taken,  Kronstadt 
received  an  ultimatum  to  bar/  over 
three  of  the  chief  Bolshevik!  agitators, 
including  the  notorious  Roschal.  In 
case  of  a  refusal  the  Island  will  be 
declared    blockaded. 

The  newspapers  declare  the  posi- 
tion at  the  front  1*  somewhat  Im- 
proved. As  the  evacuation  of  Tarno- 
pol is  considered  to  have  been  prema- 
ture, Russian  general*  have  been  or- 
dered to  recapture  the  town.

PLANS  TO  RATION 

NEUTRAL  COUNTRIES 


Method,  ef  Mopping  Conveyance  ef   Amer- 
ican   ^toods   to    Enemies   Are    Now 
Under    Consideration 


WASHINGTON,  July  27.— A  plan  for 
rationing-  the  Northern  Kuropean  neutral 
eountrlea  waa  put  before  Prealdent 
Wlleon    today    by    the    exports    council. 

A  general  policy  of  supplying  Amer- 
ica first,  the  Allies  second  and  the  neu- 
trals last  waa  announced  by  the  Presi- 
dent In  hie  proclamation  putting  the 
export  control  into  operation,  but  no 
specific  policy  has  been  adopted.  At 
present  no  licences  are  Issued  for  ship- 
ment of  goods  to  the  northern  neutrals. 
A  large  number  of  Scandinavian  ships, 
loaded  with  foodstuffs,  are  awaiting  per- 
mission to  sail. 

The  American  Government  has  no  In- 
tention of  attempting  to  stop  all  neu- 
tral trade  with  Germany,  will  put  an 
end  to  reshipment  of  American  goods 
into  enemy  territory. 

Gradually  the  export  control  will  take 
tha  place  of  the  British  system  of  let- 
ters of  assurance. 


GERMAN  EFFORTS 

TO  SECURE  GOLD 


Public    is    Entreated   te   Hand    Over   tSerks 
of   Preelon.  Metal  and  Jewelry  te  Oort. 


AMSTKRDAM,  July  ST.— The  dally  re- 
curring public  notices  printed  In  con- 
spicuous type  in  German  newspapers  en- 
treating citizens  to  aid  the  Fatherland 
by  giving  It  their  gold  evidently  are 
Insufficient  to  produce  the  required  re- 
sults. The  Weser  Zeituna*,  of  Bremen, 
publishes  a  renewed  appeal,  complaining 
especially  that  the  well-to-do  public 
still   falls  to  realise  the  situation. 

The  newapaper  cities  examples  of 
members  of  the  German  Imperial  and 
royal  houses  sacrificing  their  gold  and 
Jewellery,  and  says  competent  author- 
ities calculate  that  300.000.000  to  400.- 
000.000  gold  coins  are  being  obstinately 
hoarded  In  Germany,  while  the  value  of 
gold  ornaments  la  estimated  at  1,000,- 
000,000   marks. 

A  frontier  correspondent  of  The  Tele- 
graaf  reports  that  all  privately-owned 
gold  ornaments  and  Jewelry "  in  West- 
phalia have  been  requisitioned  this 
week,  and  must  be  handed  over  to  the 
banks. 

LONDON,  July  27.— A  dispatch  to  The 
Times  from  Amsterdam  says:  "The  Tele- 
grafs  Zevenar  correspondent  aays:  'All 
the  sold  and  precious  stones  In  private 
possession  are  to  be  requisitioned  In 
Westphalia  this  week,  and  must  be  'de- 
livered  to   the   banka'" 

The  requisitioning  of  precious  stones, 
following  the  withdrawal  of  the  Ger- 
man sliver  florins  from  circulation.  Is 
Significant.  On  the  latter  subject,  the 
financial  editor  of  The  London  Times, 
under  the  headline,  "Germany  Pre- 
pares for   the   Worst,"  says: 

"No  other  construction  can  welt  be 
placed  on  the  latest  currency  develop- 
ment In  Germany  than  that  prepara- 
tions are  being  made  for  the  fall  of 
the  mark  to  even  lower  depths.  In  any 
case,  the  step  proves  how  desperate  the 
problem  of  German  credit  has  become 
as  Indicated  by  the  depreciation  of  Ger- 
man currency."

While  It  may  not  for  a  year 
to  nome  keep  pace  with  the  loaaea  suf- 
fered through  submarines.  It  la  certain 
that  the  tremendoua  energies  demoted  to 
construction  In  all  the  Allied  countries 
will,  eventually,  more  than  compensate 
In  new  ship*  for  the  tonnage  that  the 
Germans  are  able  to  destroy,  even  If 
their  present  ratio  of  effort  la  lacreaaed. 

There  have  been  ao  many  exagger- 
ated figures  published  In  connection  with 
the  submarine  campaign,  especially  lat- 
terly, that  Lord  Robert  Cecil's  state- 
ment, which  we  publish  today,  la  ex- 
ceptionally timely.  Only  optimism  can 
be  baaed  on  the  figures  which  he  quotes. 
April  was  the  moat  successful  month, 
from  the  German  standpoint.  In  the  un- 
restricted submarine  campaign,  yet 
those  who  have  studied  the  nature  of 
the  enemy's  operations  assumed  that  tbe 
toll  of  merchant  vessels  would  reach 
It*  greatest  height  during  the  midsum- 
mer months,  when  the  period  of  daylight 
was  longest  Instead,  the  experience 
has  bean  that  the  vletima  have  been 
fewer.  While  an  occasional  week  shows 
an  Increase  on  Its  predecessor,  the  con- 
clusion must  be  reached  that  on  the 
whole  the  campaign  la  not  securing  the 
results  anticipated  by  the  enemy. 

In  tbe  course  of  time  practically  every 
ocean-going  vessel  sailing  to  and  from 
Great  Britain  and  France  will  be  armed, 
ao  that  the  chances  of  escape  when 
attacked  will  be  correspondingly 
l ner eased.  In  addition,  aa  pointed  out, 
the  programme  of  new  construction  will 
produce  ever-Increasing  results  until 
eventually  It  will  be  possible  to  offset 
tbe  loaaea  caused  by  the  enemy.  An- 
other factor  which  will  tend  to  nullify 
the  effects  of  the  campaign  Is  the  new 
areas  In  Britain  being  placed  under  cul- 
tivation. Germany  la  reckoning  with- 
out the  resources  of  her  enemies  In  bas- 
ing her  hopes  on  submarine  activity  end- 
ing the  war.  Before  many  months  have 
passed  she  must  swage  from  thla 
'   Illusion.

The  full  membership  of  organised 
Labor  la  Canada  up  to  the  end  of  1818 
was  i«0.,07.  Of  thla  number  22.1S1 
Joined  the  army,  or  somewhat  under 
one-seventh  of  the  membership.  Out 
of  •  total  of  42.000  troops  secured  In 
this  Province,  organised  Labor  gave 
l,86«.  Ontario's  contribution  was 
8,390;  Alberta's.  9.7IS;  Manitoba.  2.J2S; 
Quebec  1.946;  Nova  Scotia,  1.717:  New 
Brunswick.  BIS;  Saskatchewan.  893,  and 
Prlntce  Edward  Island,  87.  The  number 
of  trade  union  recruits  who  Joined  the 
colors  in  Victoria  was -«9  and  in  Van- 
couver, 1,110. 

It  Is  estimated  there  are  180,000  wage 
earners  In  Canada's  army,  ao  that  the 
unorganised  worker*  have  contributed 
nearly  140,000  of  thla  number.  The 
voice  of  organised  Labor,  aa  interpreted 
by  its  leaders,  haa  been  beard  on  the 
subject  of .  conscription,  but  we  have 
yet  to  bear  what  unorganised  labor  haa 
to  aay.  Unorganised  workers  In  the 
Dominion  probably  total  approximately 
1,000.000,  on  the  basis  that  they  have 
sent  the  same  percentage  of  men  to  the 
war  as  organised  Labor.  These  figures 
go  to  show  thgt  Labor's  voice  Is  largely 
inarticulate,  but  It  can  make  Itself  felt 
at  the  polls  If  Sir  Robert  Borden  de- 
cide* that  Labor  shall  have  a  repre- 
sentative In  tbe  next  Cabinet  he  will  do 
well  to  give  consideration  to  the  claim* 
of  all  the  workers  In  tbe  Dominion. 


As  far  as  can  be  gathered,  the  Gov- 
ernment haa  come  to  the  conclusion 
that,  owing  to  war  and  financial  con- 
dition* in  Canada,  It  would  be  impos- 
sible to  embark  on  any  scheme  of  na- 
tional ownership  of  railways  at  pres- 
ent. This  conclusion  is  obvious,  logical, 
and.  to  our  way  of  thinking,  It  was  In- 
evitable. When  the  war  la  over  and 
economic  conditions  readjust  themselves, 
all  the  railway*  will  soon  be  on  a  pay- 
ing basis,  or  else  our  confidence  In  the 
future  of  Canada  la  unjustified.  What- 
ever Government  la  then  In  power  will 
be  glad  to  leave  well  enough  alone  and 
we  shall  hear'  no  more"  of  the  State  .en- 
tering into  competition  with  tbe  Cana- 
dian Pacific  Railway,  a  condition  of 
affairs  which   would   be  grossly   unfair.

Meetings  of  the  work- 
men are  held  during  working  hours  In 
various  factories  and  permanent  dele- 
gates have  been  appointed  who  have  to 
be  paid  by  tbe  employers  When  the 
workmen  take  It  Into  their  heads  to 
strike  they  demand  pay  for  the  time 
they  are  Idle,  and  If  tt  la  refused  they

such  as  these  prices  are  going  up  by 
leapa  and  bounds.  Boots  which  for- 
merly cost  |7.I0  a  pair  can  now  only 
be  purchased  for  110.  Some  commod- 
ities are  tenfold  dearer  than  before  the 
Revolution.  Big  work*,  owing  to  con- 
ditions, are  threatening  to  cloee  down. 
Mr.  A.  M.  Thompson,  the  editor  of  The 
Clarion,  who  haa  been  In  Petrograd  for 
some  time  past  says  the  object  of  the 
exaction*  made  by  worklngmen  Is  not 
to  Improve  their  conditions,  but  to  en- 
force syndicalism.

nity the  homage  of  all  modern  fighting 
craft   aa    they   pas*   deferentially    by. 

An  appealing  sight,  one  that  stirs  the 
blood  and  seta  the  mind  to  weaving 
vision*,  this  of  the  newest  men-of-war 
paying  their  respectful  salutations  to 
the   oldest    warship   afloat.

Occasionally  on*  view*,*,  striking 
object  lesson  In  nsval  development  when 
a  seaplane  is  droning  waspish ly  above 
the  Victory's  towering  meat*  while  a 
submarine  slides  gently  '  through  the 
water  Ju*t  under  her  beam. 

From  her  high  place  as  aenlor  flag. 
ablp  the  Victory  has  seen  our  Mavy 
remodelled  more  than  dnce,  and  never 
In  a  state  of  more  remarkable  trans- 
formation than  now.  still,  as  the  only 
visible  embodiment  of  the  senior  ser- 
viced great  traditions,  this  grand  old 
relic  of  the  "Ncvy-That-Uaed-to-Be" 
daily  claims  her  meed  ot  homage  from 
the  "Navy-Tbat-I*,•,  as  In  daya  to  come 
she  will  continue  to  exact  it  from  "The- 
Navy-That-Ia-Tet-to-Be."

WORK  FOR  RESCUE 
OF  FALLEN  GIRLS 


Social  Service  Workers  Ask 
City  to  Support  Vancouver 
Home  —  Local  Institution 
Also  Active  in  Work 


The  aldermen  have  not  yet  decided 
whether  the  city  should  make  a  grant 
Of  1260  to  the  Presbyterian  Social  Ser- 
vice Home,  3881  Camble  Street.  Van- 
couver, whither  have  been  sent  during 
tha  laat  three  years  thirty-four  Vic- 
toria girls  who  were  in  the  danger  ot 
being  dragged  down  in  tho  whirlpool  of 
Victoria  night  life,  aa  described  by  Al- 
derman DUworth  laat  week. 

The  Rev.  H.  T.  Archbold.  heading  a 
deputation  of  tho  Social  Service  Com- 
mission, Including  Bishop  Schofleld  and 
Dean  Qualnton.  yeaterday  again  aaked 
tha  aldermen  for  the  grant.  Ha  ex- 
plained that  the  homo  ha*  been  in  ex- 
istence for  five  year*,  during  which  time 
It  baa  cared  for  111  girls  from  Vic- 
toria and  Vancouver.  The  homo  1*  un- 
der the  Immediate  government  of  the 
Presbyterian  Church  In  Vancouver.  The 
girls  are  taught  housekeeping  In  auch 
a  way  that  a  life  of  excitement  will  not 
tempt  them.  Also  delicate  corrective 
physical  operations  are  performed  on 
the  girl*  without  charge  to  them. 

Rev.  Mr.  Archbold  explainad  that  the 
moat  of  tha  girls  who  oome  out  of  the 
horn*  become  .decent  citizens.  Ha  said 
that  tha  work  of  the  Vancouver  home 
waa  not  exactly  the  same  aa  that  car- 
ried on  in  the  Refuge  Home  In  Vic- 
toria The  Vancouver  home  treats  only 
special  ease*.  It  1*  considered  neces- 
sary to  aend  many  Victoria  girls  tu 
Vancouver  to  get  them  away  from  their 
associates  here  who  are  always  ready 
to  drag  them  down  again. 

Must  Dodge  Zvii  Associates 

Mr*.  Frank  Andrew*,  representing  the 
W.C.T.U.,  put  in  a  plea  for  the  support 
of  the  rescue  home  operated  by  that  In- 
stitution here.  Mr*.  Andrews  explained 
that  this  waa  a  Provincial  home,  ac- 
cepting girls  from  Vancouver,  no  glrla 
•ver  being  refused  admission.  She  aald 
the  object  of  the  home  iwaa  to  train 
wayward  girls  to  bo  useful  Christian 
women.  The  girls  are  never  allowed 
out  without  a  matron.  Mrs.  Andrews 
said  that  there  la  no  reason  why  any 
Victoria  girls  should  be  sent  away  from 
this  city  for  training. 

Mrs.  E.  A.  Henry,  of  the  Vancouve. 
borne,  aald  that  it  -was  often  easier  to 
treat  Victoria  girls  in  Vancouver.  She 
declared  that  there  always  should  be 
exchanging  of  girls  between  the  homes 
In  tha  cities.  "It  la  almost  Impossi- 
ble," continued  Mrs.  Henry,  "to  put  a 
girl  who  haa  fallen  back  amongst  her 
old  associates  without  going  astray.  The 
old  associates  always  follow  a  girl  who 
baa  fallen." 

"I  would  respectfully  suggest  that  be- 
fore such  a  grant  Is  made  to  this  In- 
stitution the  council  should  Investigate 
the  nature  and  method*  of  this  entire 
work,"  stated  the  Rev.  William  Steven- 
son in  a  communication  to  the  mayor. 
"Some  months  ago  I  felt  compelled  to 
resign  my  connection  with  the  SocAm 
Service  Commission  solely  on  the  ground 
that  I  could  not  endorse  certain  fea- 
tures In  tha  method*  by  which  tMa  par- 
ticular branch  of  social  service  work 
was  carried  on. 

Should  Protect  atria*  Liberties 

"It  1*  In  my  humble  opinion  an  ex- 
ceedingly dangerous  thing  to  allow  any 
body  of  citlsena  to  assume  the  power 
to  Interfere  with  the  rights  and  liber- 
ties of  young  girl*  by  causing  them  to 
be  removed  from  their  home*  and  from 
parental  care  to  bo  aent  away  to  an  in- 
stitution of  a  reformatory  character 
without  tha  sanction  of  a  properly  con- 
stituted court  aupported  by  legal  au- 
thority. 

"Since  this  social  work  waa  under- 
taken under  the  commission  I  have  had 
a  growing  conviction  that  It  could  only 
be  carried  out  to  the  best  advantage  by 
some  kind  of  court  operated  perhaps 
along  the  lines  of  the  Juvenile  court. 

"In  my  humble  Judgment  the  whole 
question  of  dealing  with  the  class  ot 
girl  here  aimed  at  calls  for  serious  con- 
sideration, and  the  present  seems  tobe 
the  opportune  time  to  take  up  the  mat- 
ter." 

Alderman  Peden  said  that,  despite 
their  differences,  all  the  societies  of  this 
nature  were  working  toward*  tho  same 
and  and  ahould  therefore  receive  some 
support  from  the  city.  The  finance 
committee  of  the  Council  will  consider 
whole  question  on  Monday.

DEFENDS  TAXATION 
POLICY  OF  GOVERNMENT 


Hon.  John  Oliver  Tells  Metcho- 
sin  Farmers  the  Government 
Needs  the  Money — Blames 
Late  Administration

Exposition  of  the  policies  of  tho  Gov- 
ernment, especially  thooo  having  'or 
their  object  tha  development  of  the 
agricultural  industry,  waa  made  by  Hon. 
John  Oliver,  Minister  of  Agriculture,  at 
tha  annual  meeting  of  tho  Farmers'  In- 
stitute of  tho  Metchosln  district,  bald 
laat  night  In  tha  Agricultural  Hall. 
Metchosln.  About  aoventy  residents  of 
the  district  were  present  and  a  pleasant 
evening  waa  spent.  Refreshments  were 
served  by  tho  ladles  and  after  speeches 
by  the  Minister  of  Agriculture  and  Mr. 
H.  C.  Hall,  M.p.p..  for  Victoria,  a  social 
hour  waa  enjoyed. 

Hon.  Mr.  Oliver  dwelt  at  length  upon 
tha  question  of  the  Increased  taxation 
upon  tho  farmers,  assorting  that  tha 
financial  condition  of  the  Province,  when 
the  present  administration  took  office,  a 
condition  consequent  upon  what  he  de- 
clared to  have  been  the  reckless  ex- 
travagance of  tho  lata  Conservative 
Administration,  rendered  it  Imperative 
that  taxation  should  be  Increased  In 
order  that  a  businesslike  policy  of 
bringing  expenditures  and  receipts  more 
nearly  together  mlg'ht  be  inaugurated. 
Ha  aald  tH*t  tho  Government  recognized 
that  eonse  of  It*  taxation  method* 
would  not  prove  popular,  but  the  ne- 
cessities of  the  situation  rendered  them 
imperative.  He  declared  the  Govern- 
ment had  found  itself  la  a  position 
somewhat  like  that  ot  the  Canadian 
Northern  when  that  concern  came  to 
the  Government  for  more  money.  It 
needed  the  money,  said  the  Minister. 

Hon.  Mr.  Oliver  did  not  fail  to 
criticise  tho  administration  of  Provin- 
cial affair*  by  the  late  Government,  he 
scored  its  actions  In  respect  to  the 
P.G.K  and  C.N. p.  railways  and  outlined 
the  steps  tha  preaent  Government  had 
taken  to  bring  those  companies  to  book. 
There  waa  little  or  nothing  new  in  hla 
remarks  which  were  a  repetition  of  hia 
previous  statements  on  the  same  sub- 
jects. -He  gave  a  synopsis  of  the  vari- 
ous acts  passed  at  the  laat  session 
especially  the  Sheep  Protection  Act, 
Agricultural  Act,  the  new  Land  Settle- 
ment and  Development  Act  and  explain- 
ed where.  In  tha  opinion  of  tho  Govern- 
ment, the  laat  mentioned  measnre  would 
work  a  revolution  in  the  agricultural 
lnduatry  and  lead  to  greater  settle- 
ment and  production. 

Mr.  H.  C.  Hall  spoke  briefly,  touching 
upon  some  matters  of  legislation  and 
policies  of  the  Government  not  dealt 
with  toy  the  Minister. 


OBJECTS  TO  ODORS 
OF  CHINESE  LAUNDRY 


But,  Despite  Protests,  Council 
Seems  Inclined  to  Allow  Mr. 
A.  H,  Harman  to  Open  Su- 
perior Factory  as  Laundry 


Chinese  wash  house*  discussions  yes- 
terday afternoon  again  drained  tho  time 
of  the  aldermen.  Aa  a  result  of  tha 
discussion  Mr.  A.  H.  Harman  1*  likely 
to  get  a  permit  to  operate  hla  empty 
factory  building  at  146  Superior  Street 
aa  a  laundry.  The  matter  haa  boon 
hanging  for  throe  weeks.  At  laat  the 
aldermen  promised  to  make  no  further 
postponements,  but  to  give  their  final 
decision  on  Monday.  - 

Last  Monday  City  Solicitor  Hannlng- 
ton  Informed  the  aldermen  that  they 
were  really  legally  bound  to  give  Mr. 
Harman  the  laundry  permit,  aa  the 
building  could  legally  be  let  for  factory 
purpose*,  and  laundries  are  Included 
under  factories. 

Residents  of  the  district,  under  Mr. 
Andrew  Wood,  again  protested  against 
tha  laundry  permit.  Mr.  Wood  said  the 
Chinese  ahould  bo  kept  out  of  tha  dis- 
trict, aa  they  would  depreciate  the 
property.  Mr.  D.  T.  Jones  objected  to 
the  children  in  the  district  being  thrown 
Into  association  with  Chinese. 

Mr.  Harman  told  the  aldermen  that 
when  the  permit  waa  granted  him  to 
erect  the  building  It  waa  Jn  No.  S  fire 
district,  which  forced  him  to  use  per- 
manent material  coating  86,000  InTtrsd 
of  81.600.  Ho  aald  the  building  aa  It 
atanda  conforms  to  all  the  requirements 
of  tha  Wash  House  By-law.  Ha  aald 
the  district  is  really  still  a  factory  dis- 
trict. Chinese,  ha  explained,  are  now 
only  a  block  away  operating  a  laundry 
on  Simcoa  Street. 

Mr.  Bullock-Webster,  representing 
the  mortgage*,  aald  that  hla  client  had 
made  a  loan  on  tha  building  because  It 
waa  in  a  factory  district.  If  tha  bund- 
ing ware  rented  aa  a  laundry  the  rent 
would  be  applied  to  paying  off  taxes 
which  would  otherwise  run  behind.  Ho 
explained  that  clothes  would  not  bo 
dried  on  tho  roof,  to  tho  annoyance  of 
neighbors,  but  In  tho  courtyard  between 
the  buildings.  Ha  declared  that  neither 
the  smell  of  tha  washing  or  tho  Chinese 
themselves,  even  If  they  wore  dirty, 
i  which  ho,  denied,  would  affect  Mr. 
j  Woods,  aa  tha  Chinese  would  carry  oa 
!  their  work  la  the  properly  constructed 
j  brick  building. 

Alderman  Peden  aald.  Iff  view  of  tho 
reports  from  city  officials,  there  waa 
nothing  for  tho  aldermen  to  do  but  to 
grant  tho  permit  to  Mr.  Harman.

5  PER  CENT  INCREASE 
SURPRISES  TEACHERS 


School  Board  Suddenly  An- 
nounces Raise  In  Salaries — 
Postpone  Special  Classes  in 
High  School 


All  Victoria  High  and  public  school 
teachers  who  suffered  a  10  per  cent  war 
reduction  In  their  salaries  are  to  re- 
ceive an  Increase  of  S  per  cent.  The 
Increase  Will  become  operative  from. 
September  1.  For  the  four  months  of 
this  year  the  Increases  will  cost  the 
city  an  additional  11,700. 

Without  any  preliminary  announce- 
ments of  indication  that  this  action 
\o  w  iiwn  row  flwiwoi  jlhjbiu  nfi 
evening-  at  a  special  meeting  quietly  put 
through  the  increases.  The  teachers 
have  been  agitating  for  the  Increases 
since  the  first  of  the  year.  Trustee 
Dr.  Hudson  has  been  persistently 
pleading*  their  cause  before  the  board, 
asserting  that  unleee  something  was 
done  to  cheer  up  the  local  teachers  who 
have  become  quite  discouraged  many 
of  them  would  leave.  A  couple  of  High 
School  teachers  have  already  left  and 
some  of  the  older  members  of  the  staff 
have   threatened   to. 

It  waa  the  belief  of  some  members 
of  the  School  Board  that  the  salaries 
could  not  be  increaaed  until  next  year's 
budget  waa  put  through  early  In  ISIS. 
The  general  Increases  granted  by  the 
City  Council  to  municipal  employees 
apparently  changed  the  minds  of  the 
trustees,  however.  It  is  likely  that  the 
teachers  will  be  given  a  further  increase 
whan  the  expenditure  for  ISIS  Is  de- 
cided on. 

Orsnt  Fermlts  at  All  Soboole 

The  trustees  do  not  yet  know  exactly 
where  the  $1,700  Is  to  com*  from  to 
meet  the  Increases,  but  they  count  on 
saving  the  money  by  cutting  down  other 
general  expenditures. 

The  School  Board  last  evening  decid- 
ed to  postpone  the  inauguration  of 
manual  training  and  domestic  science 
elasses  In  the  Victoria  High  School 
until  the  beginning  of  1011.  The  In- 
auguration of  these  olasses  would  mean 
an  outlay  of  $4,000.  During  the  four 
remaining  school  months  of  this  year 
preparations  will  be  gradually  made  for 
the  opening'  of  these  classes. 

The  rule  requiring  parents  of  children 
beginning  school  to  appear  at.  the 
School  Board  offices  in  the  City  Hall  to 
secure  admission  permits  was  abolished 
by  the  trustees.  Parents  will  now  be 
required  to  appear  only  before  the 
principal  of  the  nearest  school  to  re- 
gister  their  children.

SINKS  OFF  DEEP  COVE 


Blaze  Which  Originated  in 
Cabin  Destroys  Big  Motor 
Launch  —  Valiant  Effort  to 
Check  Flames  Fail 


■  Lata  yesterday  afternoon  the  big 
cabin  cruiser  Bonlto,  owned  by  Mr.  J. 
B.  Hocking,  of  Sidney,  burnt  to  the 
water's  edge  while  anchored  at  her 
moorings  off  Deep  Cove,  and  sank.  In 
spits  of  valiant  efforts  by  Mr.  Hock- 
ing and  his  wife  to  check  the  names. 
The  Are  started  In  the  cabin  and  is 
believed  to  have  been  caused  by  a  short 
circuit. 

Campers  at  Deep  Cove  were  the  first 
to  notice  the  cruiser  ablase  and  imme- 
diately notified  Mr.  Hocking  at  his  re- 
sidence. Mr.  Hocking  Is  a  partner 
with  Mr.  W.  R.  Mason  in  a  boathouae 
business  qt  Deep  Cove.  Mr.  and  Mrs. 
Hocking  rushed  down  to  the  beach, 
boarded  a  rowboat  and  made  their  way 
to  the  naming  vessel. 


Armed  with  buckets  which  they  filled 
with  sea  water,  the  two  did  good 
work,  but  their  arrival  waa  too  late  to 
aavs  the  boat.  As  soon  as  she  began 
to  list  heavily  to  one  side  they  sprang 
back  Into  the  rowboat  and  pulled  away 
just  before  the  Bonlto  heeled  over  and 
sank. 

The  Bonlto  Is  well  known  on  the 
British  Columbia  Coast,  having  made 
a  number  of  long  voyage*  In  the  ad- 
jacent waters,  she  was  the  biggest  and 
most  seaworthy  vessel  fat  the  vicinity 
of  Deep  Cove.  Of  the  cabin  cruiser 
type,  she  was  $4  feet  lens;  and  had  a 
beam  of  el«ht  feet.  Sao  waa  seven  or 
eight  years  old  and  had  recently  been 
matted.  sjh*  was  valued  at  about 
$1.9**,'  and  waa  not  Insured.

BOARD  APPOINTED 


New  Body  Which  Will  Admin* 
ister  Government's  Policies 
for  Development  Named  — 
All  Sections  Represented 


Following  the  appointment  on  Thurs- 
day of  Mr.  Maxwell  bmlth.  aa  chairman 
of  the  Land  Settlement  Board,  the  new 
body  which  will  carry  into  effect  the 
provisions  of  the  Land  Settlement  and 
Development  Act  passed  at  the  recent 
session  of  the  Legislature,  the  Execu- 
tive Council  yesterday  morning  named 
the  other  four  members,  who  with  Mr. 
Smith,  will  constitute  the  Board. 

As  announced  in  yesterday's  Col- 
onist, Mr.  Duncan  D.  Monro,  of  Ter- 
race, B.  C,  and  Mr.  Melbourne  H.  Nel- 
ems,  of  Chllllwack,  have  been  selected. 
The  other  two  members  as  Mr.  John  A. 
Macdoaald,  of  Nanalmo.  and  Mr.  Charles 
Reginald   Ward,    of   Cranbrook. 

Recently,  by  proclamation,  the  new 
act  was  brought  Into  effect,  and  now 
that  the  board  to  administer  it  Aa*  been 
appointed,  steps  can  be  taken  at  once  to 
make  It  operative.  One  of  Its  first 
duties  will  be  to  consider  the  continu- 
ation of  the  system  of  farm  loans  which 
was  inaugurated  under  the  late  adminis- 
tration and  carried  into  effect  by  the 
Agricultural  Credits  Board,  a  body  that 
waa  abolished  at  the  last  seeslon  of  the 
Legislature,  and  Its  duties  given  to  the 
Land  Settlement  Board.  Before  this 
system  can  be  carried  further,  however, 
it  Is  necessary  that  the  Government 
should  make  a  loan,  as  at'  present  there 
are  no  funds  available.  All  the  mono 
borrowed  by  the  late  Government,  to 
the  amount  of  $$47,000,  having  been  ad- 
vanced. A  large  number  of  applications 
are  now  on  hand  from  farmers  seeking 
loana 

Mr.  Duncan  D.  Munro  waa  born  In 
uiwitXeviTy  \Jounty,  onl.t  on  s,  Turin, 
and  hie  early  years  were  associated 
with  the  agricultural  Industry.

Mr.  John  A.  Macdonald,  who  will  be 
Vancouver  Island's  representative  on 
the  board,  has  been  a  farmer  for  many 
years,  and  in  recent  years  hi  has  been 
Identified  with  the  lumbering  Industry, 
and  has  carried  on  business  aa  a  build- 
ing; contractor.  He  has  recently  been 
fi?Vested  in  financial  affairs  at  Na- 
nolmo,  where  he  resides,  being  head  ot 
a  successful  financial  and  Insurance 
business.  He  was  born  in  Bruce 
County,  Ontario. 

Mr.  Charles  R.  Ward,  a  civil  engineer, 
and  for  a  number  of  years  one  of  the 
engineers  of  the  C.  P.  R.,  Is  an'  expert 
in  Irrigation  matters,  having  had  ex- 
tended experience  In  such  methods  in 
the  Kootenay  and  Okanagan  valleys-. 
He  waa  also  actively  identified  with 
the  irrigation  projects  of  the  C.  P.  R.

70,000  GALLONS  OF 

OIL  USED  ON  ROADS 


The  high  coat  of  road  ollta*  this  yi 
startled  aldsi  men  yesterday.  Reports 
from  City  Baste  ser  Rust  showed  that 
so  far  70,aas  gallons  of  oil  havo  been 
used  at  a  cost  of  $  cents  a  gallon.  Laet 
year  nearly  1SS.SSS  gallons  were  used 
at  a  cost  of  S  $-7  cents  a  gallon. 

Alderman  Androo  pointed  out  that  the 
oil  this  year  really  oasts  the  city  about 
7  cents  when  the  coat  of  hauling  it  from 
the  wharf  and  removing  It  from  the 
steel  drums  Is  considered. 

City  Engineer  Rust  asked  for  an  ex- 
tra appropriation  of  18.000  for  oil.  Ha 
said  the  oil  should  be  of  a  heavier  grade 
than  that  which  has  recently  been  used, 
as  the  lighter  oil  falls  to  bind  the  roads. 

Aid.  Johns  said  It  waa  wise  to  oil  the 
macadam  roads,  aa  they  stand  better 
against  the  Winter  storms. 

On  the  recommendation  of  Mayor  Todd 
it  waa  decided  to  spend  $1,000  more  on 
road  oiling,  eubjeect  to  the  approval  of 
the  finance  committee  on  Monday.  The 
Mayor  proposed  that  the  usual  form 
of  tender  be  reversed,  the  oil  firms  be- 
ing asked  how  many  gallons  they  will 
supply  for  a  specified  amount.

PROVINCE  IMS  NO 
OBJECTION  TO  TAX 


If  Any  Legal  Doubt  Exists  as 
to  Right  of  Dominion  to  Im- 
pose Taxation  It  Will  Not  Be 
Advanced 


Whatever  difference  of  opinion  there 
may  be  aa  to  the  legal  right  of  the  Do- 
minion Government  to  impose  direct 
taxation  upon  the  people  of  British  Co- 
lumbia in  the  shape  ot  a  heavy  levy 
upon  incomes  aa  outlined  In  the  recent- 
ly published  new  war  taxation  proposals 
of  the  Dominion,  and  there  la  a  differ- 
ence among  the  members  of  tha  local 
legal  fraternity,  no  objection  will  be 
made  by  the  Provincial  Government. 
The  right  of  the  Dominion  under  its 
War  Measures  Act  to  levy  direct  taxa- 
tion waa  claimed  by  Sir  Thomas  White, 
Federal  Finance  Minister,  when  his  pro- 
posals were  recently  submitted  to  the 
Ottawa  Houae  for  the  imposition  of  a 
stiff  graduated  impost  upon  Incomes. 
On  the  other  hand  this  right  Is  disputed, 
local  legal  opinion  pointing  to  the 
specific  provision  of  tbs  B.N. A.  Act  to 
the  effect  that  the  right  of  direct  tax- 
ation is  one  specifically  given  to  the 
Provinces. 

This  latter  phase  of  the  question  has 
been  brought  to  the  attention  of  the 
Provincial  Government  but,  Premier 
Brewster  stated  yesterday,  apart  al- 
together from  any  possible  legal  status 
which  the  Province  might  have,  and  he 
did  not  venture  to  express  an  opinion 
thereon,  the  Province  did  not  propose 
to  take  any  steps  to  resist  the  Do- 
minion's claim  to  legal  power  to  Im- 
pose its  proposed  income  tax.  In  fact, 
if  there  is  any  objection  made  at  all  it 
will  have  to  come  from  some  Individual 
whose  income  tax  under  the ,  Federal 
scheme  in  conjunction  with  the  in- 
creaaed rate  which  he  must  pay  this 
year  to  the  Province  under  the  tatter's 
taxation  proposals  passed  at  the  last 
session  of  the  Provincial  Legislature,  is 
of  such  proportions  that  he  is  moved 
to   protest. 


In  view  of  the  fact  that  the  Domin- 
ion taxation  on  incomes  is  certainly  a 
war  measure,  those  whose  Incomes  are 
large  enough  to  warrant  serious  protest 
because  of  the  levy  will  undoubtedly 
find  that  such  protest  will  not  prove  a 
popular  one  or  find  much  sympathy 
with  the  great  bulk  of  the  people  who, 
unless  they  are  deriving-  Incomes  of 
$3,000  per  year  or  more,  will  not  come 
within  the  scope  of  the  Federal  levy 
while,  mo  far  aa  the  Provincial  tax  is 
concerned,  the  average  man  with  an  In- 
come of  over  $1,500  a  year,  the  amount 
exempted,  has  not  appeared  to  be  mak- 
ing any  protest  against  paying  his 
share. 

Apparently,  then,  so  far  as  the  Pro- 
vincial Government  is  concerned  the  im- 
position by  the  Dominion  of  any  such 
direct  tax  will  not  be  a  subject  of  much 
consideration  and  with  the  Increasing 
financial  burdens  of  the  war,  burdens 
which  will  undoubtedly  be  still  further 
added  to,  the  feeling-  of  the  members 
of    the    Provincial    Government    appear

Incidentally  it  may  fee  stated  that  the 
fact  that  British  Columbians  lucky 
enough  to  posssss  the  minumum  of 
$3,000  per  year  income  and  those  of 
still  larger  lncomee  will  be  mulcted  by 
.the  Dominion,  In  addition  to  the  Pro- 
vincial impost  they  must  meet,  will 
not  hsve  any  effect  upon  the  Province 
In  getting  In  the  latter  charge.  The 
collectors  are  busy  and  It  is  certain 
that  the  Province  will  have  first 
"whack"  at  the  incomes  liable  under 
both  Provincial  and  Federal  legislation. 

In  connection  with  the  proposed  Im- 
position of  the  Federal  Income  tax  an 
Interesting  point  arises,  one  which 
smack*  In  the  nature  of  retribution.  In 
the  past,  officials  and  office-holders  em- 
ployed by  the  Federal  Government  and 
paid  by  it  have  held  that  they  were 
not  liable  to  the  Provincial  income  tax. 
Judges,  for  instance,  and  many  other 
Dominion-employed  and  paid  individuals 
have  resisted  payment  on  that  ground. 
Will  the  same  argument  stand  the  em- 
ployees of  the  Province  In  good  stead? 
The  latter  argue  that  if  It  works  In 
tha  one  case,  It  should  In  the  other. 
For  Instance,  Provincial  Ministers  of 
the  Crown  are  doubtless  anxious  to  pay 
the  Provincial  Impost,  but  Just  how 
adxlous  they  will  be  to  pay  Dominion 
tax  also  la  a  question.

It  waa  in  Juno  of  last  year  that  a 
committee  ef  the  Privy  Council  was 
formed  to  take  control  of  measures  for 
the  fostering  pf  scientific  development 
of  Canadian  Industries,  in  order  that, 
during  the  pressnt  war  and  after  it,  they 
might  be  in  a  position  to  supply  all 
Canadian  needs  and  extend  Canadian 
trade  abroad.  Under  this  committee 
there  was  constituted  sn  advisory  coun- 
cil for  scientific  and  industrial  research. 
The  duties  of  this  council  are,  among 
other  things,  to  ascertain  the  agencies 
that  are  carrying  on  investigations  rela- 
tive to  the  country's  Industries,  to 
schedule  the  lines  of  research  In  that

number  of  competent  and  trained  re- 
search men  can  be  Increased,  and  to  In- 
form end  stimulate  the  public  mind  In 
regard  to  the  importance  end  utility  of 
applying  the  results  of  this  research 
work  to  the  processes  of  production  by 
means  of  addresses  before  public  bodies. 

While  In  British  Columbia  tbs  council 
secured  moving  pictures  illustrating  the 
extent  of  the  natural  waterpower.  These 
have  been  sent  to  New  York  and  other 
big  Eastern  centres  ss  a  means  of  con- 
vincing capitalists  of  this  country's  po- 
tentialities In  that  connection.

LEVIATHAN  RAMMED 

BY  PACIFIC  LINER 

The  Canadlan-Auatrallan  liner  which 
paaaed  through  thla  port  Inward  bound 
late  Thursday  evening  experienced,  on 
Us  last  southbound  voyage,  an  Incident 
quite  unique  In  respect  to  vessels  of  so 
great  tonnage  on  the  Pacific  .  When 
noaring  Auckland  the  ship  collided  with 
a  live  whale  while  traveling  at  top 
apeed.      The  leviathan  waa  struck  fair 


Jn  the  middle,  lying  apparently  asleep 
and  almost  wholly  submerged  across 
the  course  of  the  steamer.  The  impact 
waa  felt  throughout  the  huge  liner  and 
created  great  excitement  until  the  cause 
was  located. 

The  whale  was  by  this  time  being 
swept  along  through  the  water  at  a  ter- 
rific rate,  Its  great  bulk  being  firmly 
fouled  on  the  steamer's  bows.  It  waa 
necessary  to  bring  the  vessel  to  a  full 
atop  before  it  slipped  away  Into  the 
water  and  sank  from  sight.    The  whale 


was  estimated  to  nave  been  fully  eighty 
feet  in  length.  The  body  had  been  al- 
most completely  bisected  by  the  impact 
of  the  bows.
